Woman Cried “You Beast.”’

Several other ;oliceamen, saseheishtsins the 
cesk sergeint and the captain of the 
Cane’s precinct, corroborated the officer 
as to the happenings in the police sta- 
tion at the time of the arrest.

DEATH CLAIMS 
BISHOP TIGER 


Passed Away in Indian Territory 
~ After Wines of Ten Days

Tulsa, I. T., November. .2!.—Bishop 
John J. Tigert, of Louisville, Ky., died 
here at 6:45 thie morning..after an_ill- 
ness of ten days, aged 50 years. 

Bishop Tigert was taken ill while at- 
tending a church conference at «Atoka, 


but disregarded the. advice of his physi- | 


cian to rest. He came to Tulsa intend- 
ing to open the conference here on the, 
i4th, but was compelled to take to hie 
bed. His illness was caused by. the 
lodgment of a piece of chicken bone just 
below the tonsils. This caused an in- 
flammation of the throat and resulted in 
blood poisoning. 

The body of Bishop Tigert was em- 
balmed today and placed in a casket 
in. the parlor of the Brady hotel, where 
a last view was given to hundreds of 
friends in this city. 

The casket was taken aboard the St. 
Louis and San Francisco east-bound 
train this afternoon on the way. to 
Nashville, Tenn. Dr. Hollang M. Tigert, 
the bishop's son, in charge -of the 
body, will be met at Springfield, Mo., 
by Dr. McMurray, of St. Louis, secre- 
tary of the church extension society, 
and Dr. Grady, a prominent physician, 
of Nashville, who will accompany the 
body home. The funeral will be held 
immediately on arrival at Nashville. 
The news of the bishop's death has,been 
withheld from Mrs. Tigert, who is sutf- 
freing from acute heart disease. 


—_—— 


Dr. Tigert was a son of John J. and 
Mary Van Veghten Tigert, of Louisville, 
where he was born November 25, 1856. 
He was graduated at the schools of Lou- 
isville and at the Vanderbilt university. 
He was granted a license to preach in 
September, 1875. From [890 to 1894 he 
was a professor at Vanderbilt university, 
and in 1894 he was elected book editor, 
a position held in southern Methodism 
until he was elevated to the college of 
bishops at the last session of the general 
conference in Birmingham, Ala., in May, 
1906. He was a member of the famous 
ecumenical conference of. 190i and of 
the general conferences of 1894, 1898, 
:902 and 1906, and was secretary of the 
two last mentioned. 

He married Miss Amelia McTyeire, 
daughter of the late Bishop H. N. Mc- 
Tyelre, first president of Vanderbilt uni- 
versity. Bishop Tigert leaves a wife and 
six children, as follows: Dr. Holland N, 
Tigert, Mrs.. Will D. Rhea, John J. Ti-} 
gert, Jr., a Rhodes scholar at Oxford, 
Englané; Miss Amelia Tigert, Miss Gayle 
Tigert and MeTyeire Tigert. 


Bishop Tigert was regarded as one of 


the ablest minds in southern Methodism. 


Bishop Tigert’s father was a I.uis- 
ville contractor and the bishop himself

-The 
mother whom they accused is Mrs. Wil- 
helmina Eckhart, who was arrested by 
representatives of the County Medica) 
society yesterday on a charge of having 
performed a criminal] operation. 

The arrest was made upon information 
furnished the society by the daughters, 
and the two younger women appeared 
voluntarily at the district atterney’s of- 
ficé today to amplify the testimony they 
already had given against their mother, 


Babes Killed and Cremated. 

Both Mrs. Schoch and Mrs. Ihrig de- 
clared that they had seen Mrs. Eckhart 
kill .hour-old infants and dispose of the 
bodies by burning them in her kitchen 
stove. Mrs. Ihrig declared also that her 
mother had quarreled with her because 
She refused to assist in burning the 
bodies of babies, 

Mrs. Schoch told the district. attorney 
that when she was three days old her 
mother Wrapped her in a bundle of rags 
and-ecast her into the street. “She was 
rescued by her grandmother, who eared 
her, and with whom: she remained wntil; 
she became a woman. 

When she came to this country she 
said she found- her mother conducting a 
‘ disorderly house and@ she declared that 
her mother sought to have her become 
an inmate of the place. She refused. 

The . first she knew of her mother’s 
present occupation, she said, was when 
Mrs, Eckhardt’s little adapteq son made 
a discovery in the house which led to 
the exposure and Mrs. Eckhardt’s ar- 


rest, 


Daughter Betrayed “Mother. 
When she learned of the discovery madé 


by the little boy, Mrs, Schoch saiq she. 


went to her mother about it and she de- 
clares Mrs. Eckhardt proposed that they 
go into partnership. This she did after 
consulting with representatives of the 
County Medical society, and with a view 
of causing Mrs. Eckhardt’s arrest, It 
was while occupying this position in her 
m.other’s house, she said, that she pro- 
cured the evidence which resulted in Mrs. 
Eckhardt’s arrest. 

Mrs. Ihrig came here four months ago 
from Regensburg, Germany. She testi- 
fied that she liveq with her mother after 
coming here and that in August last she 
saw. her mother burn the bodies of in- 
fants.

CRIMINALS CONCEALED 


BY THE BLACK TROOPS 


Army Officers Report on the Browns. 
ville Case and Show How the 
Negro Soldiers Refused to 
Disclose the Identity 
of Murderers, 


Washington, November 21.—The war 
department issued ‘the following state- 
ment today.concerning the negro troops 
ordered dismissed at Fort Reno: 

“In the matter of the order discharg- 
ing the enlisted men of three companies 
of the Twenty-fifth infantry issued by 
the president, applidhtion was presented 
to the secretary of war by a number of 
persons of standing asking a rehearing 
by the president on the ground on which 
the action was taken. The secretary tele- 
graphed the president of the application 
and delayed the proceedings of the dis- 
charge until the president could indi- 
cate his desires. The secretary was in 
the meantime called out of town. No 
answer was received from the president. 
The secretary on his‘return did not feel 
justified in further delaying the execu- 
tion of the order of discharge, especially 
in view of the fact that the secretary 
then learned that the president had fully 
and exhaustively considered the argu- 
ment against the order of the persons 
who now applied for a réhearing. Ac- 
cordingly, the secretary directed yester- 
day (Tuesday) that,the proceedings for 
disc&arge be continued without delay.’’ 

The Report on the Negroes. 

The invegtigation of the conduct of 
the negro trodps of companies B, C and 
D, Twenty-fifth infantry, as reported 
upon by Major Blocksom, inspector gen- 
eral’'s dezurtment; Lieutenant Colonel . 
Lovering, Fourth infantry, acting inspec- 
tor general, and Brigadier General Gar- 
lington, inspector general of the army, 
was made public at the war department 
today in a volume entitled “The Affray 
at Brownsville, Tex.”’ 

Major Blockg>m declares that the af- 
fair was preconcerted, and both he and 
General Garlington exonerate the offi- 
cers from blame. General Garlington says 
it was evident from the first that the 
three companies had entered into a com- 
pact to give no information about the 
affair. Secretary Taft said today that no 
steps will be taken to make a further in- 
vestigation of the -conduct of the offi- 
cers, 

In his summary of the reports made by 
the other officers and of his own efforts 
to discover the guilty soldiers Brigadier 
General Garlington declares that every 
means of getting evidence concerning the 
shooting was exhausted. All the men of 
the three companies were talked with in- 
dividually on different occasions, he 
Says, and the dire consequences of their 


| failure to give up the guilty soldiers 
| were. pointed out. All the soldiers avoid- 
| ed questions and even refused to discuss 


the events &t Brownsville which were 
known to have enraged the negroes be- 
fore the riot.

The statement that these two post- 
marks were cut from the envelope 
containing an important business 
letter, of which notice had been sent 
by wire and upon which had been 
placed A SPECIAL DELIVERY 
STAMP, and a reference to the pub- 
lished schedules, will complete the 
story. 

The Milledgeville postoffice ac- 
knowledges receipt of this letter in 
its stamp at 11 a. m., in full time for 
the Central of Georgia train due to 
leave that point at 11:38 a. m., and 
to arrive in Macon at 1:10 p.m. This 
train is due to connect at Macon with 
the Central’s train leaving for Atlan- 
ta at 1:30 p. m., a margin of twenty 
minutes, and which should reach At- 
lanta at 4:15 p. m. 

In the second postmark is found 
the sequel—the arrival of this letter 
in the Atlanta postoffice at 12:30 a.

We might suggest that there is an- 
other Central train scheduled to leave 
Macon for Atlanta at 4:40 p. m., and 
due ‘here at 8 o'clock, and that the 
same letter might have gone via Cov- 
ington, barring delays, and reached 
Atlanta on the Georgia railroad at 
8:15 p. m. But what’s the use?
